Michigan 
Association 
of 


Cherry Producers, being held 
this weekend at the Holiday Inn, 
Benton Harbor. 


A breakdown of the state's 


three major cherry 
producing 


areas was estimated by the 
USDA in the following fashion: 
Southwest, 80 million 
pounds; 


West C e n t r a l , 45 million; 
Northwest, 82 million; all other 
3 million. 


Total production for the Great 


Lakes region was estimated at 
294.4 million pounds, compared 
wilh the 283.2 mililon in 1969. 
Production in the far west'was 
pegged at 19,3 million pounds, 
compared with 16.3-million last 
year. 


Overall, total U.S. production 


is estimated at 313.7 million 
pounds. In 1969, there was 315.9 
million, but an estimated 12.7 
million pounds of the fruit was 
left unharvested.
